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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


During this past year, the public has shown a great 
deal of cooperation in the prevention of fires. We 
wish to express our thanks for a job well done. 


Your forest fire warden’s job would be easier if ev- 
eryone understood the State laws that govern the 
kindling of outdoor fires, a synopsis of these laws fol- 
lows. 


FIRE PERMITS 


A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or 
near woodland anytime the ground is not covered 
with snow. This includes household waste burning, 
even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash 
as well as brush burning (SUCH BURNING IS RE- 
STRICTED BY REGULATION TO BE PRIOR TO 
9:00 A. M. AND AFTER 5:00 P. M.) 


An Air Pollution regulation forbids the burning of 
household waste in towns where such rubbish is col- 
lected by the town. 


EXCEPTIONS 


Commercial or industrial burning is allowed under 
normal conditions with permission of the District Fire 
Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own pro- 
perty with permission of the Fire Warden. On an- 
other’s property with written permission of the land 
owner and permission of the Fire Warden. The war- 
den can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Per- 
mits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at 
the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in pub 
lic camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been 
built for this purpose.

Direct Services 


A. Psychiatrists, Psychologists, Psychiatric Social 
Workers and our Community Service Workers 
were involved directly with 386 new referrals, in 
addition to the caseloads carried over from the 
previous year of service. In most cases, interviews 
and evaluation involved members of families and 
others as well as the client, amounting to many 
hours of staff time. 


B. Our clinical staff was consulted for advice and 

. recommendations by resident professionals on 
numerous occasions. These included problems of 
behaviour symptoms, medication and dosage, re- 
ferrals to other agencies, family and social rela- 
tionships, treatment plans, public assistance, and 
drug abuse. | 


C. General Hospital Consultation. Each week a staff 
psychiatrist has: made a regular visit to the 
Cottage Hospital in Woodsville and the Weeks 
Memorial Hospital in Lancaster. In addition, the 
clinical staff has been available on an as-needed 
basis to the physicians serving patients in the 
Morrison Hospital in Whitefield and the Littleton 
Hospital in Littleton. During these consultations 
the clinical staff has been available to physicians 
and hospital personnel for conferences concerning 
individual treatment plans. 


School Consultation ~ 


A. The Staff Psychologist and Child Psychiatrist 
with other staff personnel rendered assistance 
with individual cases of children having difficulty. 
They worked with school administrators, guidance 
counselers, and teachers. 
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Agency personnel presented seminars and pro- 
grams relating to the psychiatric aspects of 
learning to school teachers and others. 


The Agency has presented programs on Drug

Exhibits as hereafter listed are included 
as part of the report. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given the Town 
Clerk as part of the permanent records. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Trustees 
of Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets — Revenue Accounts: 
December 31, 1968 - December 31, 1969: 
(Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets — Revenue Accounts 
as of December 31, 1968 and December 31, 1969, are 
presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the 
Net Debt increased by $224,383.26 in 1969.

Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues — revenue 
account — for the fiscal year ended December -31, 
1969, are presented in Exhibits A-4 and A-5. As indi- 
cated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-5), a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $14,403.34, less a rev- 
enue surplus of $3,520.08, resulted in a net budget 
deficit of $10,883.26.

A summary statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures — general fund — for the fiscal year ended De- 
cember 31, 1969, made up in accordance with the uni- 
form classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit 
B-1.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement 
of public funds were examined and audited in accord- 
ance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting re- 
cords and such other auditing procedures as were con- 
sidered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes 
was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers 
as indicated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of 
uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this 
report are therefore subject to any changes which 
may be necessitated by the return of verification no- 
tices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Current Deficit: 


The current deficit (excess of current liabilities 
over total assets) increased by $10,883.26 in 1969, 
from $21,579.95 to $32,463.21 as shown herewith:

The deficit condition of the Town has been brought 
to the attention of the Board of Selectmen by the Tax 
Commission on previous occasions in correspondence 
fixing tax rates for the years 1968 and 1969. It is 
caused by a combination of over-expenditures in ap- 
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propriations voted, and expenditures for purposes 
which have not been voted. 


To eliminate the existing deficit and restore the 
position of the Town to a sound financial condition, the 
procedures outlined below are recommended: 


1) Funds should be raised and appropriated in fu- 
ture budgets for the purpose of liquidating the exist- 
ing deficit. 


2) Meticulous care should be given the preparation 
of annual town budgets so as to assure that funds 
will be included therein for all projects to be carried 
out during the fiscal year. 


3) Overdrafts of appropriations and/or expendi- 
tures for purposes which have not been voted should 
be avoided insofar as possible. 


Non-revenue (Bond Fund) Accounts: 


As indicated in Exhibit A-2, Comparative Balance 
Sheets — Non-Revenue Accounts — the general fund 
owed the sum of $1,297.91 to the Sewerage Project 
Account (Exhibit E) at December 31, 1969. This 
amount was an interest payment made from the latter 
account on a bond anticipation note issued during the 
year. 


The Sewerage Project Account must be reimbursed 
for this payment inasmuch as it is an obligation of the 
general fund. There is no authority under existing 
statutes (R.S.A. 33:3 & 33:3-a) to use bond proceeds 
to pay principal and/or interest on the Town debt. 


When the Tax Commission fixed the 1969 tax rate, 
the amount raised and appropriated in the Town 
budget for interest on debt was increased by $1,000.00, 
for the purpose of providing funds for the required 
reimbursement. The actual amount due has been set 
up as a liability against the 1969 revenue appropria- 
tion as shown in Exhibit A-4. 
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All future payments of principal and interest on the 
sewer bond issue must be appropriated annually by 
the Town. State water pollution aid and interest earn- 
ings received may be used to offset the appropriation. 


As stated in Exhibit A-2, unappropriated surplus 
of $965.58 consists of premiums and accrued interest 
cn bonds sold and interest earned on investments. Be- 
cause these funds have not been appropriated by a 
vote of the Town, they may not be used to increase 
the amount originally authorized for sewer construc- 
tion. The aggregate sum of $965.58 may only be ex- 
pended in accordance with the provisions of R.S.A. 
33 :3-a. 


A cash journal must be maintained for recording 
the cash transactions of non-revenue funds. 


Water Rents Collector: 


In connection with the audit of the accounts of the 
Water Rents Collector, our examination was limited 
to a review of cash receipts journals, as these were 
the only records which were made available to the au- 
ditors. Apparently, individual ledger accounts are not 
maintained for each water customer. We were unable 
to determine the amount of uncollected water rents, 
if any, at December 31, 1969. 


Individual accounts receivable ledgers, billing pro- 
cedures, proprietary accounts and such other records 
as are consistent with water utility accounting should 
be adopted for the administration and management of 
the water department affairs. 


Tax Collector: 


As stated in Exhibit A-1, unremitted cash in the 
hands of the Tax Collector at December 31, 1969 
amounted to $38.54. This amount was the result of 
under and over remittances to the Treasurer during 
the year. 


Tax collections should be entered in the Collector’s 
cash journals when received. Postings to the various 
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tax warrants should be made from these journals, in 
conformance with accepted bookkeeping practices. 


Town Clerk: 


The Town Clerk, as disclosed in Exhibit D, State- 
ment of Town Clerk’s Accounts, had unremitted re- 
ceipts of $10.36 at December 31, 1969. These should 
be remitted to the Treasurer. 


A high incidence of miscalculations was noted in the 
computation of motor vehicle permit fees collected. 
The product of the maker’s list price, multiplied by 
the applicable millage rates charged, was incorrect 
in many cases. 


Great care should be exercised in determining the 
fees to be collected on account of motor vehicle per- 
mits. 


Dog licenses were not recorded in the Clerk’s cash 
journal as is required. 


The minutes of the 1968 and 1969 town meetings 
should be recorded, in ink, in a bound record book de- 
signed for this purpose. | 


Treasurer: 


Signatures of at least two selectmen are required 
on town vouchers for the purpose of properly author- 
izing the Treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The Treasurer’s surety bond should be increased in 
amount from $14,700.00 to $20,000.00. 


Selectmen: 


The practice of returning invoices with checks paid 
to vendors should be discontinued. Identification of 
items paid should be shown on checks or on supple- 
mental lists forwarded with payments. 
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Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, 
require that the auditors’ summary of findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be pub- 
lished in the next annual report of the town. 


This letter of transmittal must be published in its 
entirety, but the publication of Exhibits is optional.
